BLACK CHOLERA CAUSED DEATH 


L. C. Stewart Thrown Into Dungeon 
That Wa* Dark, Wet and Dirty 
— Food Wa* Scant and 
Nauseating. 


Denver, Col. — Homeward bound 
from China, L. C. Stewart, of New 
York city, has reached here and will 
remain for a few weeks in the hope 
of regaining his health which was 
broken by three months’ confinement 
in.a prison in the celestial kingdom. 
It seems like a nightmare to me 
now,” said Stewart, as he told of his 
experiences. 
“Up here in Gods coun­ 
try where the air is clean and the sun 
is bright one can scarcely 
imagine 
that this world contains such hell 
holes as that horrible Chinese dun­ 
geon. 
As I look back upon my three 
months’ living death it almost seems 
as if I owe my life to some miracle. 
I had been in the British customs 
service for about eight months. 
It 
was my duty to go hundreds of miles 
into the interior and collect revenues 
at different points. 
My starting place 
was Canton and I deposited my col­ 
lections at Rangoon. 
It was an awful 
trip made on foot, on horseback, by 
canals and by coolie trains. 
“In a little Chinese town, whose 
name I have forgotten, far in the in­ 
terior, I ran across a young English­ 
man named Charles Frank. I met him 
at the house of a French padre. Frank 
was ‘broke 
and was anxious to get 
out of the country. 
He begged me to 
take him along. I had a well equipped 
coolie train and plenty of provisions 
and, as I felt sorry for the poor fel­ 
low, I agreed. 
“The trip started favorably enough 
and Frank seemed to 
be 
in 
good 
health and overjoyed at the prospects 
of getting back into civilization again. 
We safely reached the mountain pass 
between Rangoon and the river front, 
whose course we had been following, 
and were about half way to the sum­ 
mit. We were riding, as is customary

Ice is a rock. 
At any rate, so long 
as it lasts it performs all the functions 
of rock. As one steams up the Yukon 
river he will often see ahead of him a 
forest growing upon a high bank with 
precipitous face which at first sight 
would seem to be the enduring rock 
of the region. 
But upon 
near 
ap­ 
proach it will turn out to be an ice 
cliff covered with a few feet of soil 
which has been washed out upon it in 
sufficient, quantity to support vegeta­ 
tion. Large forests are growing upon 
the Malaspina glacier in Alaska, sev­ 
eral miles back from its front, and 
where the ice is 1,000 feet thick under 
it. In numerous places in the vicinity 
of existing glaciers large stream s of 
water may be found running both upon 
the surface of the ice and along 
a 
high elevation between the ice and 
the adjoining highland or mountain 
chain which hems it in. 
Large lakes 
of water are also found at high eleva­ 
tions where they are held in by ice 
barriers. 
Where these barriers sud­ 
denly burst through, as they some­ 
times do, tremendous floods of water 
devastate the valley below. The Matt- 
mark See, in Switzerland, and other 
bodies of water held up behind alpine 
glaciers have been a menace. 
But great as are the direct effects 
upon the drainage, of ice of existing

Before the ice had melted from cen­ 
tral New York the

At first, before the 
ice had melted off from northern Mich­ 
igan, where the lakes are united, ther# 
were several 
independent 
outlets. 
These can be easily traced from Lake 
Chautauqua down Conewango creek 
into the valley of the Allegheny, and 
down French creek to a similar desti­ 
nation, and from Grand river in Ohio 
into the Mahoning at W arm , reaching 
the Ohio, through 
Beaver creek, 25 
miles below Pittsburg. The Ohio rive* 
all the way down is lined with grave* 
terraces, frequently rising more than 
IOO feet above the river, which furnish 
building sites for the most of the cities 
along its course. Fourth street in Cin­ 
cinnati is on one of these terraces, 120 
feet above the river. 
As the ice was slowly retreating 
over the area occupied by Lake Erie 
back to the Niagara escarpment, the 
main outlet for the 
ever-increasing 
glacial lake was through an opening 
at Fort Wayne, Iud., leading into the 
Wabash river and thence 
into 
the 
Ohict 
This outlet is 200 feet above 
the present level of the lake. 
Conse­ 
quently the water submerged all the 
land on the south and west sides of 
the lake below that level. 
The shore 
line of this great body of water, to 
which the name I-ake W arren has 
been given, can be easily traced for 
hundreds of miles, and, like that south 
of Lake Ontario, was early chosen for 
a highway and for building sites.

gravel terraces which Tine the banks

A similar abandoned channel exists 
southwest of Chicago, leading 
from 
Lake Michigan into the Illinois river. 
This too is about a mile in width, with

age poured in even greater torrents 
than at Fort Wayne. 
For a 
while, 
however, it was merely the outlet of a 
limited lake at the south end of Lake 
Michigan. 
But as the ice retreated 
from the lower penisula of Michigan 
it uncovered a channel from Saginaw 
bay into Lake Michigan IOO feet lower 
than that at Fort Wayne. Whereupon 
the water was diverted 
from 
that 
channel and all carried away by the 
Saginaw bay. Lake Michigan and Chi­ 
cago river outlet. 
The shore line of 
the glacial lake formed at this stage 
of glacial recession can lie traced as 
distinctly as a railroad embankment 
the entire distance from the vicinity 
of Buffalo around the south and west 
shores of Lake Erie to the head wa­ 
ters of Saginaw bay, where it opens by 
a perfectly distinct channel into Grand 
river.

The great drainage canal from 
Chicago into the Illinois has availed 
itself of this old outlet, the bottom of 
which was only about 15 feet higher 
than the level of Lake Michigan. 
Earlier glacial outlets farther west 
are clearly traceable from Green Bay 
into the Fox river and from the west 
em end of Lake Superior at

The American army in the Philip­ 
pines is doing things which not only 
are making for the efficiency of the 
service in the islands, but which is 
likely to set a new pace for the drill­ 
ing of the soldiers at home.

Of the kind ever held in the army, far 
surpassing every previous attempt. It 
is expected by Maj. Gen. Wood that 
the idea will sweep through the whole 
army and be put into operation all 
over the country. 
The real purpose of the meet was to 
inculcate preparedness for war. 
And 
it did. 
Before the finish of events at 
the end of the 
week, 
soldiers and 
civilian spectators had seen every con­ 
ceivable maneuver and test of skill. 
I here was fencing with broadsword 
and bayonet. 
There was wall scaling 
by infantrymen and by artillery pla­ 
toons that carried field guns over a 12- 
foot wall and discharged them on the 
ether side within three minutes. There 
was individual scouting.

An expedition for the purpose of ex­ 
ploring this little known region and of 
studying the Indians has just returned 
to New York, after a sojourn of nearly 
three months, bringing a large collet- • 
tion of Indian specimens, which will j 
be added to the private ethnological 
museum of George G. Heye of New J 
York city. 
The work was in charge 1 
of an ethnologist, M. Raymond H ar-1 
rington, whose finds of relics in the ! 
ancient Indian village sites and cave i 
dwellings near New York city, made j 
during the course of his work for the j 
American Museum of Natural 
His­ 
tory, attracted considerable attention 
a few years ago. 
“It is generally thought," said Mr. 
Harrington, “that the Everglades are 
a sort of tropical jungle—a reeking 
swamp, whose black waters are full 
of alligators, crocodiles and venomous 
serpents. 
I thought so myself until 
I w ent there and saw with my own 
eyes the true state of affairs. Imagine 
a vast treeless plain more than IOO 
mites long by 65 miles wide, covered 
with waving grass growing In one or 
two feet of water; intersected by a 


This is the home, fortress and hunting 
ground of the Seminole Indian, who 
builds his palmetto huts and clears 
his cornfields on the islands or at 
suitable fertile points on the 
main 
land adjoining the Glades. 
The Seminoles owe their freedom. 
from molestation mainly to the fact 
that up to the present time 
their 
country has not been attractive to set­ 
tlers. 
“In character the Seminoles are, ao- 
cording to the few traders who take 
their otter and alligator skins, scrupu­ 
lously honest, as a rule, and, with a 
few exceptions, can be trusted to pay 
their debts when they are able. They 
can be called industrious also, for th e /

fields. Although generally sober, near- 
ly all will indulge in au occasion** 
spree. 
“That slavery still persists to-day 
among the Florida Seminoles is a suis 
prising and almost incredible fact. 
But both whites and Indians assure 
me it is true.

Marsh and Prairie Land Where the 


Seminoles Hold Possession 


and Keep the White 


Man Out 


Few visitors to Florida realize the 


vast stretches of almost 
primitive

wilderness which are included In tbe 
Everglades, and which are held in the 
undisputed possession of the Semlnole 
Indians who alone among the tribes 
of our country to-day live the wtld 
free life of their forefathers uncon 
quercd acknowledging no government 
but their own 


An expedition for the purpose of ex 


ploring this little known region and of 
studying the Indians has just returned 
to New York, after a sojourn of nearly 
three months bringing a large coltec 
tion of Indian specimens, which will 
be added to the private ethnological 
museum of George G Heye of New 
York city 
The work was in charge 


of an ethnologist, "M Raymond Har 
rlngton, whose finds of relics in the 
ancient Indian village sites and cave 
dwellings neai New York city, made 
during the course of his work tor the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, attracted considerable attention 
a few years ago 


'It is general!} thought" said Mr 


Harrington, ' that the Everglades are 
a sort of tropical jungle—a reeking 
swamp, whose black waters are full 
of alligators, crocodiles and venomous 
serpents 
I thought so myself until 


I •went there and saw with my own 
eyes the true state of affairs Imagine 
a vast treeless plain more than 100 
miles long by 65 miles wide, covered 
with waring grass growing In on* or 
two feet ot water; Intercepted by a 


peifcct labyrinth of winding open 
channels and dotted with shallow 
lakes and ponds Fancy a few clump* 
of bushes here and there, and at rare; 
intervals a small Island covered with 
beautiful tropical 
verdure 
Imagine) 


this region inhabited by Innumerable 
blids of all kinds and its ci yatal-ctear 
waters swarming with fish InchidlntT 
bass of startling size and tou bave a 
pictuie of the Everglades true to life 
This is the home, fortress and huntlnc 
ground ot the Semlnole Indian, who 
builds his palmetto huts and clears 
his cornfields on the Islands or at 
suitable fertile points on tbe mala 
land adjoining the Glades 


The Seminoles owe then freedom 


from molestation mainly to the fact 
that up to the present tmio their 
country ban not been attractive to «et- 
tleis 


In character the Seminoles are ao, 


cording to the few traders who take 
their otter and alligator skins scrupu- 
lous] > honest, as a rule, and with a 
few exceptions, can be trusted to pajr 
their debts when they are able 
They 


can be called industrious also, for (her 
are working most ot the time, elthen 
hunting or laboring In their corn 
fiekl.s Although generally sober, near- 
ly all will Indulge in au occasion*' 
spree 


That slavery still persists today 


among the Florida Seralnoles is a sur« 
prising and almost incredible fact. 
Rut both whites and Indians assure, 
me it Is true The slaves are negroes

Ice is a rock. At any rate, so long 


1 as it lasts it performs all the functions 
of rock 
As one steams up the Yukon 


river he will often see ahead of him a 
forest giowmg upon a high bank with 
precipitous face which at first sight 
Would seem to be the enduring rock 
of the region. But upon near 
ap- 


proach it will turn out to be an ice 
cliff covered with a few feet of soil 
which has been washed out upon it in 
sufficient quantity to suppoit vegeta- 
tion. Large forests are glowing upon 
the Malaspiua glacier in Alaska, sev- 
eral miles back from its front, and 
where the ice is 1,000 feet thick under 
it 
In numerous places In the vicinity 


of existing glaciers large streams of 
water may be found running both upon 
the suiface of the ice and along a 
high elevation between the ice and 
the adjoining highland or mountain 
chain which hems it in 
Large lakes 


of water are also found at high eleva- 
tions where they are held in by ice 
bameis. 
Where these barriers sud- 


denly burst through, as they some- 
times do, tremendous floods of water 
devastate the valley below The Matt- 
mark See, in Switzerland, and other 
bodies of water held up behind alpine 
glaciers ha\ e been a menace 


But great as are the direct effects 


upon the drainage, of ice of existing 
glaciers, those brought to 
light by 


study of the glacial period in North 


enamel, and passes from (Be lake t 
the Hudson river with a lockage o 
less than 60 feet. 


Before the lee had melted from 


the Mohawk valley there was an enor 
mous amount of glacial drainage cat 
rled off through the Finger lakes an 
over the higher passes leading; Intc 
the Busouehanna valley. The stream 
passing through Seneca lake over the 
site of Watklns and entering the su 
quehanna at Horseheads was specially 
noteworthy: while the marks of thi 
glacial floods In the Susquebanna val 
ley are clearly seen at Harrisburg and 
other places farther down. 


Before the ice had melted from cen 


tral New York the drainage ot the 
great lakes was held up to the level o 
the passes from Lake Erie and Lake 
Michigan leading over into the valley 
ot the Mississippi. At first, befoie the 
ice had melted off from northern Mich 
igan, where the lakes are united, ther* 
were several 
independent 
outlets 


These can be easily traced from Lak» 
Chautauqua down Conewango creek 
into the valley of the Allegheny, and 
down French creek to a similar desti- 
nation, and from Grand river in Ohio 
Into the Mahoning at Warm, i caching 
the Ohio, through 
Beaver creek, 25 


miles below Pittsburg The Ohio rive- 
all the way down is lined with grave, 
terraces, frequently rising more than 
100 feet above the river, which furnish 
building sites for the most of the cities 
along its course. Fouith street in Cin- 
cinnati is on one of these ten aces, 120 
feet above the river 


As the ice was slowly retreating 


over the area occupied by Lake Erie 
back to the Niagaia escarpment, the 
main outlet for the 
ever-increasing 


glacial lake was through an opening 
at Fort Wayne, Ind , leading into the 
Wabash ilver and thence 
into 
the 


Ohlo> 
This outlet Is 200 feet above 


the present level of the lake 
Conse- 


quently the water submerged all the 
and on the south and west sides of 
the lake below that level 
The shore 


line of this great body of water, to

Naturally the accumula- 


lon of Ice during the glacial period 
legan at the north, and early clogged 
up the great lines of drainage which 
ead in that direction, while, after the 
ce had reached its farthest limit and 
began to melt back, the northerly di- 
ection of the drainage could not be 
resumed until the Ice had all melted 
.way Thus for long periods the drain- 
age of the great lakes, which now 
passes down the St. Lawrence river,' 
was turned over to swell the volume 
of the Suaquehanna and 
the 
Ohio 


•ivers, while all the drainage that now 
inters Hudson bay was turned over 
nto the ralley of the Missouri and the 
dississippi. This, anyone can see 
rom a slight study of tue map, must 
lave been the case. It has been a 
most interesting work to geologists to 
Ind these actual outlets of glacial 
[rainage, and to trace the effects of 
his great addition of volume to the 
south-flowing streams of tbe north. 


In general the effects of this great 


ncrefcse of the volume of the water 
poured into the valleys of the Con- 
necticut, Hudson, Suaquehanna, Alle- 
gheny, Ohio, Mississippi and Missouri 
ivers are evident in the extensive 
gravel terraces which Tine the banks 
of all these streams and 
of 
their 


northern tributaries. 


The terraces ot the 
Connecticut 


river have long been famous, consist- 
ng of deposits of gravel and sand ris- 
ng upon either bank of the river from 
»0 to 100 feet or more above present 
ilgh water mark. In the Hudson val- 
ey they exist as brick clays, extensive- 
y worked in various 
places 
above 


New York city, but spreading out Into 
extensive gravel deposits where the 
Hudson liver comes 
out from the 


Adirondack 
mountains. 
The sandy 


)lalns of Saratoga were spread out 
during that stage ot the glacial period, 
while immense streams of water were 
:urned over into the Hudson, valley 
ihrough Lake Champlaln and Lake 
O*orge. To* Champlaln canal has ap- 
proarUted a portion qf tali glacial 


nearly togethe • at Fort Wayne, leav- 
ing there an "peninR from the Mau- 
mee into the .Vabash river about a 
mile wide, rev Baling an abandoned 
river channel, /hich is still almost as 
distinct as when the mighty current 
"of Niagara, mrde i*s exit to the sea. 


A similar abandoned channel exists 


southwest of Chicago, leading 
from 


Lake Michigan into the Illinois river.

sides, through which tbe glacial drain- 
age poured in even greater torrents 
than at Fort Wayne. For a while, 
however, it was merely the outlet of a 
limited lake at the south end ot Lake 
Michigan. But as Ihe ice retreated 
from the lower penisula of Michigan 
it uncovered a channel from Saginaw 
bay into Lake Michigan 100 feet lower 
than that at Fort Wayne. Whereupon 
the water was diverted 
from 
that 


channel and all carried away by the 
Saginaw bay. Lake Michigan and Chi- 
cago river outlet 
The shore line of 


the glacial lake formed at this stage 
of glacial recession can be traced as 
distinctly as a railroad embankment 
the entire distance from the vicinity 
of Buffalo around the south and west 
shores of Lake Erie to the head wa- 
ters of Saginaw bay, where it opens by 
a perfectly distinct channel Into Grand 
river. Euclid avenue, in the city of 
Cleveland, is built upon this shore 
line. The great drainage canal from 
Chicago into the Illinois has availed 
itself of this old outlet, the bottom of 
which was only about 15 feet higher 
than the level of Lake Michigan. 


Earlier glacial outlets farther west 


are clearly traceable from Green Bay 
into the Fox river and from the west 
ern end of Lake Superior at Dulutb 
through the Chippewa river Into th« 
Mississippi, a little way below 
Bt 


Paul. The remarkable level grave/ 
terraces high .above the lake at Da 
lath, so1 convenient for street* and 
drives, are the shore linos of this tern 
porary lake at tbe west end of LOU 
Sunerlor.

Demands of the Service In the

The American army in the Philip- 


pines li doing things which not only 
are malting tor the efficiency of the 
service In the Islands, but which la 
likely to get a new pace for the drill- 
Ing of the soldiers at home 
Here la 


one of the tests for the cavalry at the 
recent military maneuvers at Pasay, 
near Manila 
A thundering 
gallop 


down a straight course, over a low 
fence and across a six-foot ditch; bang 
with a revolver at a target on the 
right, bang at another on the left; 
double slashes with the sabre and oil 
with the heads of two dummy infantry- 
men; another gallop, tugging down a 
suspended ring; finish In a minute or 
less. 


Seven branches of the service were 


represented and 26,000 men were at 
the scene. It was the greatest thing 
of the kind "ever held in the army, far 
surpassing eveiy previous attempt. H 
is expected by Maj Gen. Wood that 
the idea will sweep through the whole 
army and be put into operation all 
over the country. 


The real purpose of the meet was to

And 


It did. Before the finish of events at 
the end ot the week, soldiers and 
civilian spectators had seen every con- 
ceivable maneuver and test of skill. 


There was fencing with broadsword 


and bayonet 
There was wall scaling

toons that carried field guns over a 12- 
foot wall and discharged them on the 
ither side within three minutes. Theie 
was individual scouting. There was 
shooting down the enemy's scouts, 
fording streams under arms and ac- 
coutrements and rescue races under 
flre by hospital corps were other tests

nounced until the whole meet had

Toward the end the 
camp was tremendously excited 


Perhaps the moat striking exhibi- 


tions of all were those in the water It

FLORIDA'S LAND OF MYSTERY IS 


NOT A JUNGLE. 


rtarsh and Prairie Land Whero the 


Seminoles Hold Possession 


and Keep the White 


Man Out. 


Few visitors to Florida realize the 


cast stretches of almost 
primitive

ilderness which are Included In tbe 
verglades, and which are held in the 
ndisputed possession of the Seminoie 
ndlans, who alone among the tribes 
f our country to-day live the wild, 
ree life of their forefathers, uncon- 
uered, acknowledging no government 
ut their own. 
An expedition for the purpose of ex* 
lorlng this little known region and of 
tudying the Indians has just returned 
o New York, after a sojourn of nearly 
iree months, bringing a large collec- 
on of Indian specimens, which will 
e added to the private ethnological 
museum of George G. Heye of New 


ork city. The work was in charge 


of an ethnologist, M. Raymond Har- 
rington, whose finds ot relics in the 
ancient Indian village sites and cave 
dwellings near New York city, made 
during the course ot his work tor the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, attracted considerable attention 
a few years ago. 


"It is generally thought," said Mr. 


Harrington, "that the Everglades are 
a sort of tropical jungle — a reeking 
swamp, whose black waters are full 
of alligators, crocodiles and venomous 
serpents. 1 thought so myself until 
I "went there and saw with my own 
eyes the true state of affairs. Imagine 
a vast treeless plain more than 100 
miles long by 65 miles wide, covered 
with waving grass growing In on* or 
two feet of water; Intersected ty • 


perfect labyrinth of winding open 
channels and dotted with shallow 
lakes and ponds. Fancy a few clumps; 
of bushes here and there, and at rare 
intervals a small Island covered wttn 
beautiful tropical 
verdure 
Imagine 


this region inhabited by Innumerable 
biids of all kinds, and its ci ystal-clear 
waters swarming with fish, Inchidlna; 
bass of startling size, and >ou have a 
picture of the Everglades true to life. 
This is the home, fortress and hunting 
ground ot the Seminoie Indian, who 
builds his palmetto huts and clears 
his cornfields on the islands or at 
suitable fertile points on the mala 
land adjoining the Glades. 


' Tbe Seminoles owe their freedom, 


from molestation mainly to the fact 
that up to the present time their 
country has not been attractive to set- 
tlers. 


"In character the Semi no] ca are, ao* 


cording to the few traders who take 
their otter and alligator skins, scrupu- 
lously honest, as a rule, and, with a 
few exceptions, can be trusted to par 
their debts when they are able. They 
can be called Industrious also, for diey 
are working most ot tue time, elthen 
hunting or laboring in their corn 
fields. Although generally sober, near- 
ly all will indulge in an occasional 
spree 


"That slavery still persists to-day 


among the Florida Seminoles is a sup* 
prising and almost Incredible fact. 
Rut both whites and Indians assure) 
me It is true. The slaves are negroes 


or persons of negro blood, who 
been among the Indians since before) 
the civil war. They dresa and li*e> 
like Indians, speaking little SngUsb; 
and their bondage, it such it CM »• 
called, 
«eemi to weigh tightly 
OB 
them." 
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
